Editorial 



, Last night's resignation of two SEC 
members ami the -pending resignation of 
a third, all as a result of academic diffi' 
cultiea, has brought to the surface a pro- 
blematic situation ivhich has worsened 
steadily in recent years. 

This is the situation of below-average 
students, unrestricted by clearly-defined 
university regulations, becoming ovcrac' 
tive in extra-curricular activities to the 
detriment of their studies. Time after 
time we have seen campus leaders fail out 
of university or be forced to resign their 
extra-curricular posts to salvage their 
academic lives at the last possible moment. 

Such a situation is not confined to 
McGill. Only yesterday came' word that 
the president of the University of Mani- 
toba Students Society has failed out of 



college for the second time, resulting in 
an vnprecedented by-electioti for the 
Manitoba students' presidency. 

Nevertheless, the majority of .United 
States vniversities and some in. Canada 
have taken precautions to avoid the pro- 
blem of academic difficulties among acti- 
vity men and women. These precautions 
'have taken the form of well-defined aca- 
demic standards which mmt be. met be- 
fore a student may participate actively: 
in student activities. 

Dr. .lames last night stated there exists 
at McGill a long-standing regulation,. cou~ 
ehed in general terms, that no student not 
"in good academic standing with the Uni- 
versity" may participate in intercollegiate 
athletics or hold major extra-curricular 
posta. SEC president Smith says that if 



any auch minimum académie standard 
exists at McGill^ it has never, to his knoW' 
ledge, been made known ta the Students 
Council. 

We, heartily endorse the SEC motion 
approving the principle of establishing 
such a standard for McGill. Moreover, we 
hope the committee appointed to inves- 
tigate the problem and to recommend a 
minimum standard will face its task with 
foresight and proceed in a serious man- 
ner. 

Aware as we are of the many problems 
which will confront the committee, we 
suggest it proceed with a view to requi- 
ring that all aspirants to major extra- 
curricular posts have a second class ave- 
rage. We're glad this student activity 
bubble has finally burst. We look forward 
to culequate. refonn.

Two members of the Students Executive Council 
last night realgned their posts, and another resigrnntion 
is expected today. 

Tlie defections were blamed on academic failures on 
tlie part of the students involved, according to Students' 
Society president Stuart Smith, who released the announ- 
cement at last night's marathon SECmeeting. 



The resignations of Cameron 
Grout, Chairman of the S.A.C. , 
B.Sc.3, and Sol Polatshek, 
Engineering representative, B. 
Kng. Civ. 4 were accepted by 
Council. Ed Bierbrier, Commerce 
representative, B. Com. 3 had not 
yet come'to.i:a.-deci8ion and it 
was 'stated his- answer would be 
tendered to. the Chairman today. 
Air three students will bd re- 
peating their year. 

Following this report. Council 
questioned whether there were 
any stated minimum academic 
requirements for responsible 
campus posts In use at the pre- 
sent .time. 

NO PROVISIONS 

'There are no provlsloni for 
.icademic requirements in tlic 
constitution of the Students' So- 
ciety. However, {irccodent records 
that a resignation is usually in 
line -Ja.Such cases," answered 
Chairman Smith. 

In answer to a query on senate 
statements. Smith stated, "To my 
knowledge there is no senate 
ruling in such matters. If there 
is such a rule, it has never been 
brought to the attention of the 
S.E.C." 

To cope with the academic 
problems. Smith brouuht tin the 
rccnmcndation that .the :S.B.C. 
institute minimum academic re- 
quirements for -persons holding 
positions on major or responsible 
committees; on : campus. 



$5,392

McGiil's students collected 
^S,392 in a blitx campaign which 
took them to more than 30,000 
Montreal homes. > Although the 
figure was slightly below the aspi- 
rations of the students, It ex- 
ceeded by 667* the expédions of 
Red Feather officials.

Ted Fisher, Red Feather col- 
lege chairman, began the brief 
ceremony by introiducing Dr. F. 
Cyril James. The Principal com- 
mented on the. sense of responsi- 
bility these ^ volunteer ■ campai- 
gners possess . and .hoped their 
spirit would, not be dampened by 
the unfavourable weather. - He 
then introduced Mr. Howard Ross, 
member of McGiil's Board of Go- 
vernors, and Red Foathor's Gene- 
ral Chairman. 

OBJECTIVE 

Mr. Ross stated that this year's 
objectiva ii f 1,930,000, eighty 



thousand more than was collected 
iaiit year. He explained that the 
amount amassed always comes 
clqse. to. the objective but never 
reaches it. He hoped that this 
season tho goal would be reached 
so that nobody would be denied 
aid because of a lack of contri- 
butions. '.'A large number of small 
subscriptions add up to a very 
worthwnile sum," he concluded. 

- Mayor O'Reilly of Verdiin, third 
speaker welcomed all canvassers 
to his city and' commented that 
he is very grateful to charitable 
organizations for the services they 
rendered liim in his youth. After 
inviting all present to attend 
his City Council Meeting last 
nighty he oj^resfed Uis confiden- 



ce that °the..blllz would be a 
great triumph,- "Anything stu- 
dents undertake usually'turns out 
to be a big suçcess". 

His Worship/ the Mayor of Mon- 
treal Sarto\Fournier praised the 
students foriheir efforts, "What 
you are aboul to (indcrtake will 
make you a' living symbol of all 
that is nice and .great in our 
civilization. I hope that behind 
évéry door you will find an open 
purse and an open heart." 

Mayor Foumler e;cteinded , an 
invitation to all - canvassers • to 
attend the party in tha Chalet a 
top Mount Royal, after the hlltt. 
There, he said, they could be 
officially thanked by all those 
la charge o{ the càm^algm 



In the past, student activities 
have taken considerable toll on 
those who have not maintained 
sufficient control over their extra- 
curricular activities. "It is about 
time we did something official 
about the situation," Smith re- 
marked. 

AUTONOMOUS CROUP 

It is possible that, in view of 
the Situation, the univer.^lly 
might take sôme action concern- 
ing academic standings. However, 
we should remember that we are 
an autonomous group and not 
be stampeded into taking uncon- 
sidered action through fear of 
Senate ruling. 

Vita Land, President of the 
Women's Union stated tliat the 
Executive of the Women's Union 
i.s considering an amendment to 
their electoral by-law stating that 
all applicants for executive posi- 
tions must be academically clear. 

Marion Macdougall, President 
of the Women's Athletic Asso- 
ciation : added that in previous 
years the constitution of this 
body had included a clause ruling 
out the participation of condi- 
tioned students in intercollegiate 
team activities or executive mem- 
bership. This year, however, con- 
ditioned students will be allowed 
lo play on intercollegiate teams 
although executive members- must 
still be academically clear. 
COMMITTEE SET UP 

Following discussion, the S.E.C. 
approved a motion stating "Coun- 
cil favours a minimum academic 
requirement for candidates see- 
king campus positions and fur» 
ther decides to set up a commit; 
lee of three to investigate i 
feasible academic requirement". 

Bob Carswell, B. CI. 1, Irwin 
Cotler, B. A. 4, and Murray 
Greenwood, B. CI. 3 were appoinl- 
t-'d ti) the committee and will 
report to the Council at the next 
meeting. 

While these developments were 
exploding, on the KIcGill aceno, 
a Canadian University Pi-ess wire 
story from Winnipeg announced 
an unprecedented Manitoba cam- 
pus election to replace Student 
Union president Ltndley Abdul- 
lah who failed his ye^r. The by- 
election, scheduled for October 
3, will require amendment of tho 
Manitoba constitution, which pro- 
vides for spring voting only. ' 

Abdullah, elected president lut 
sppng,'^ was forced to resign t«« 
weeks ago because he faile4 
stijpplemetital llilt «ummer.

NEW NFCUS UNITY 

A number of encouraging elements have emerged 
from Inst week's Halifax conference of the National . 
Federation of Canadian University Students, McGiU's 
representation at the conference played a prominent 
role in bringing about this pleasing situation. 

Unlike past NFCUS conferences, the riio.st recent 
one ended on a genuine note of national qnity. Dele- 
gates from every section of Canada revealed a willing- 
ness to work together liarnioniously towards solving 
the problems of Canadian University students. 

The Conference agreed Canadian students should 
consider themselves as a privileged séctor of society 
owing a responsibility to those of their contempo- 
raries unable to experience a university education. 
The NFCUS delegates jointly undertook to contribute 
in any way possible to meet this responsibility to 
society. 

The NFCUS delegates then became positive by 
passing a resolution for JO.OOO university scholarships 
of $600 each for studijnts unable to attend university 
owing to financial need. This resolution was proposed 
and its wrinkles ironed out by McGill delegates 
attending the Conference. 

Coming as it does at the end of the year in which 
the philosophy of education in this province has been ; 
completely reconsidered, this new NFCUS unity of ' 
purpose is particularly significant for students or 
prospective students in Quebec. It is noteworthy that 
the French-Canadian universities agreed to the scho- 
larship prosposflls when the motion made it clear the 
money was to be raised at all levels Of government 
rather than solely by the Federal Government. 

Basic to the French Canadian universities' agree- 
ment was the clause that all scholarship money be 
distributed through channels approved by the Provin- 
cial Government. 
' It is hoped the spirit of the Halifax Conference 
- will spread among university students across Canada. 
It is hoped further, members of student bodies will 
follow the mature lead of their NFCUS representatives 
In contemplating their role in society. A scholarship 
program of .such magnitude as th'e. one .proposed Is 
^of vital, concern to Canadian university studentu at 
large. The "basic need for education In this country 
cannot be denied and we are .happy to -see student 
leaders finally uniting to meet this need. 

Hail Fraternities 

Criticism of McGill fraternities W not been rare 
on these pages. 

Justified as it often was,. the constructive attack 
fave some students fhe .unwarranted .idea that we 
consider fraternal groups organizations of evil incar- 
nate. This of course is not the case. 

Weeding out unh.'ippy aspects of a particular 
. phenomenon and hauling them under the fire of con.s- 
tructive criticism is not at all equivalent to blatantly 
condemning the phenomenon' itself. 

. By the same token, there is' a time and, a^ place 
for compliments. Yesterday evening's demonstration 
of community responsibility by McGill fraternities 
■ and sororities stems to us worthy of praise.

How Do You Prefer To Die ? 



Recently ' the ."(U.S.) Army 
Chemical Corps staf ed ■ series 
of lectures and demonstrations 
for newsmen at Dugway ProvinR 
Ground in Utali, aimed at re- 
moving prejudices against che* 
mical and biological warfare 
"CW" and "BW In. military 
terminology. Teh year* ago. the 
spokesman admitted, there was 
a stigma attached to CW and 
BW, but he added, "there has 
been a lot of progress in this 
field". As an example, he cited 
the nerve .gas "GB" (for German 
Type B) which, according to the 
correspondent of the New York 
Herald Tribune, "ipducea death 
in a matter of minutes after- the 
victim first suffers a chest- 
tightening, «alivation and respi- 
ration, vomiting, pin-pointing of 
the eyes, convulsions and finally 
death from a filling of the 
lung* with' fluid. Despite . tb«se 
reaction*, the Chemical C^rp* 
tcientists said,' death ii pain- 
less". 



To prove it, the Chemical 
Corp* fired GB shells at goats 
and figeons. Within a minute 
and a half, all the nearby goats 
and pigeons had "gone into a 
few quick convulsions, rolled 
over and died." One goat was 
' masked "and appeared to thrive 
until, in his excitement, he 
tore ilhe tube on his gns mask 
free, inhaled the GB and died in 
two minutes". The Army, it 
seems, gives a regular CBR (che- 
mical, biological, radiological) 
Weapons Orientation Course 
weekly to selected visitors at 
DugVi'ay. Col. Joseph C. Pren- 
tice, the cours; director, cays, 
"I'm an enthusiast over biolo- 
gicfll and chemical warfare, I 
think it's great stuff. It's more 
humane than anything else 
we've got" His enthusiasm will 
be shared by many, even If ttiey 
are not among the teledtèd visi- 
.tor* who can see for themsel- 
ves.

The Coffin' Corner

There is a serious problem of a laclc of interest in Intercollegiate 
Athletics at McGill. Unfortunately, this problem is evidently amone 
the graduates and general public as well as the student body. 
Although repeated attempts have been made by the Athletic 
department to stimulate interest, the crowds still ro home in a taxi. 

If the students do not attend the games it is difficult to Justify 
the existence of major Intercollegiate teams. The figures are 
unavailable, but a conservative estimate would place the cost of the 
major intercoUegiate athletic programme at $50,000. This programme 
Includes football, hockey, basketball, and other sports for which 
the maintenance costs are out of proportion with the number of 
participants. 

FINANCIAL SITUATION 

In most cases, maintaining major teams can be justified from 
the financial point of view. Some American universities run 
their athletic program on the receipts from the football games. 
However, this situation does not exist at McGill. The numbers of 
gradutes and general public that attend the games is negligable 
and there is no admittance charge for students. Subsidiution by 
the university and the continuing presence of the Montreal 
Alouettes in Molson Stadium have eased the financial prssure. The 
subsidies and tbe lucrative stadium rental have permitted a solving 
of the problem, and although the athletic revenue has declined so 
much as to become almost non-existent, the cost of maintaining 
the athletic plans has not become prohibitive. Therefore, from 
the financial viewpoint it has not as yet become necessary, to 
justify the spending of $50.000. on appro.ximatcly 100 athletes. 

Kvcn if the major teams were operating at an unsubsidiied 
deficit, their existence might be justified by the fact that they 
created tradition and school spirit. Unfortunately, there is no 
traditional rivalry between McGill and any other member of the 
IntercolleglatetUiiion and, at the present time, athletic teams arc 
incapable-of atfecUng school spirit. Perhaps this statement should 
not include a winning team, but It is difficult to judge as winners 
have been rather intrequenl at McGill. 

ESPRIT DE CORPS 

Any possible esprit de-corns of cohesive school spirit is 
Incompatible with tlie cosmopolitan character of the university. 
Because of the nature and situotion of the campus.it is difficult to 
cultivate the atmosphere that is found in more self contained 
colleges. The students of McGill who are on the O-to-5 shift; are 
unable, somehow, to fit extracurricular activities into their crowded 
schedules. Those who do participate are more influenced by the 
merry-go-round of campus social activities than by people jumping 
up and down at pcpralties. Generally, most students do things 
becausti other students do them and attending sporting events is 
not considered the thing to do at McGill. Thus, at this time, the 
possibility of McGllI teams promoting school spirit is rather remote.
